They go away with great stores of mental 
and professional wealth hoarded in the 
week's experience, conscious of having in- 
creased their fund of wisdom, strength and 
zeal, and prepared to resume their good 
work with fresh energy. 


While the Institute is a thorough menial 


advantage to the teachers, healthful and in- 
spiriting, it is by no means a physical detri- 
ment. They have abundance of mutual en 
joymenl, and no time to waste on the 
blues. 
I can testify from observation that 


the Institute is not an enemy of the dinner 
table. Teachers are mortal, and hungry 
teachers are a joy to the eye when they 
take up knife and lork and abandon them- 
selves to the delicious task of satisfying the 
"keen demands of appetite."

When the speakers arrived at tho rink

This makes a rise of 21 
vents per bushol fllnoo the beginning; o£ 
thu ui op your, which (Intocl from July 1, 
nnd n total rise since June ol this year, 
follov.-ing the nomination of McKinloy, of 
28 cei ts per bushel, with evory Indication 
that T, nines will bo still higher. Specula- 
tors a nd hhlppern of Brain wero astonished 
as well as delighted at the favorable out- 
look, nnd It was tho general prediction 
that vrhoat would soon go to SI a bushol. 
With tho exception of a brief period of 
speculative inflation In the early summer 
of 18'.i5, prices are now higher than they 
have lx»n since the months preceding tho 
panic of 18!I3. 


Th( improvement hai boon chiefly made 


since tho first of September, and is the re- 
sult 
>f tho enormous export demand 


rnusc'l by the damage to tho crop through 
dronp ht in northwestern and central India 
nnd in tippor Burmnh, whoro a famine 
now coems inevitable, nnd iho shortage In 
Argentine and Russia, tho crop of tho 
latter country being estimated fully 100,- 
000,00') bushols less than a year ago. Aus- 
tralia, owing to crop failure, has this sea- 
son also boon nn importer instead of an 
exporter of wheat. On Tuesday six cargoes 
of California wheat wore bought in San 
Fram-lsco for shipment to Australia, and 
live ourgoes wore takon for India. As tho 
new (rops of tho countries in tho southern 
homlfphoro will not bo harvested until 
January or February, and those in India 
and Australia not bcforo April, it is quite 
certain that tho United States will com- 
mand the grain markets of the world 
for several months to come, and the fact 
that nil tho available freight room on 
regular lines of steamers from both the 
Atlantic and Pacific ports have been en- 
gaged to the end of January, and that ton- 
nage for full cargo grain shipments has 
boon i-harterod to load as far ahead as next 
May, shows tho dependence of Europe 
upon this country as a source of supply 
durin % tho present crop year. 


Exports from both tho Atlantic and Pa- 


cific coasts during tho last wook (includ- 
ing flnur) aggregated 4.150,817 bushels, as 
again-it 4,050,772 bushols the week pre- 
vious 
2,409,'MO bushels for the corre- 


sponding week last year, nnd 3,103,003 
bushels tho samo wook in 1894, making a 
total export of wheat (including flour) 
from July 1 to dnto of 47,000,000, or 16,- 
000,00(1 bushels more than for the corre- 
spond ing period last year. Tho enhanced 
cost of wheat has tilso caused an upward 
turn iu flour, prices of which have risen 
75 con ts to SI n barrel over those reali/.od 
ft month ago. 
Tho advance in wheat has 


had a good influence on corn and other 
cereal s, and there has been an active de- 
mand for export of both corn and oats, ft 
big business having boen dono In future 
shipments from both the Atlantic and 
Gulf ports. Tho exports of corn in three 
months have been 29,605,530 bushels, com- 
pared with 9,210,887 bushols for tho same 
time last year, nnd the exports for nine 
months have boen 88,009,880 bushels, or al- 
most three times tho quantity exported in 
the corresponding nine months of 1895. 
Corn has gained about 8X cents per 
bushel the past wook, and the demand for 
shipment abroad still continues large. 
Pork and provisions have shown marked 
improvement, owing to the riso in grain 
valuo'i, large exports and increased specu- 
lation. 
The increased demand for ou,r. 


cereals from European countries has had 
more or less influence in other linos of 
trade and given an impetus to. business. 
With the election of Mclflnloy and a 
sound money administration, it is cpnfl-

The effect of That Sort of Thing in th» 


Argentine Republic. 


Some of the members of the commutes 


of tho National Association of Manufac- 
turers who have been visiting South 
American countries to investigate the op- 
portunities for building up trade with 
thorn aro just now returning. Inquiries 
were made, especially in Brazil, Uruguay 
and Argentina, and the results are said to 
be promising. The formal report of the 
committee to the association will not bo 
submitted for some time, but The Jour- 
nal of Commerce has published an Inter- 
esting interview with Mr. George W. 
Fishback, formerly secretary of legation 
at Buenos Ay res, who had direction of tho 
committee's trtp. 


What he has to say about the worklng- 


of a depreciated currency has special in- 
terest just now. In the Argentine Be- 
publit: gold Is at 300, making the current 
dollar worth about 83 cents. He tells about 
the speculation in gold and the effect oft 
It, which we were familiar with here 
twenty or thirty years ago. In trade "the 
exporter sells his merchandise for gold 
andpiiysthe labor in paper." The im- 
porter has to buy in gold, and in adjusting 
the prices of his commodities takes good 
care to provide a generous margin for pos- 
sible iluctuations in gold. Of the effect 
on the wage earner, Mr. IHshbaok says: 


"The man who in the states today gets 


140 a month would receive about «100 in 
paper in the Argentine Republic. 
But 


look at his expenses. His morning paper 
costs B cents, his street car fore is 10 cents, 
his package of cigarettes Is 35 cents, his 
shoes cost ?15, his suit of clothes cost WO, 
his hot costs $13, his board and lodging 
cost If*), a pair of gloves costs $4, and a 
cigar costs 90 cents. And so on through- 
out the whole list of his expenses prices 
are far In excess of the increased amount 
of his wages. If through domestic troubles 
or through some disturbance In foreign re- 
lations gold goes up five or ten points 
prices are quick to respond, but wages re- 
main the same; and if gold drops ten 
points prices remain at tho higher stage, 
and the purchasing power of the wage Is 
lessened to that extent. Business of all 
kinds Is in a continuous state of unrest." 


This is the effect of the use of depre- 


ciated paper currency, but in this country 
tho froe coinage of silver would cause a 
sudden and disastrous drop from a gol< 
to a silver Ixisis, upsetting all calculations 
and paralyzing all business and industry 
and it will be in the after adjustment tha' 
prices would rise out of proportion to 
wages, and the fluctuations would then be 
confined to tho changes in the value oJ 
silver.—N. Y. Times.

In 1893, in its Issue of Nov. 18, Mr. 


Bryan's personal organ, The Omaha 
World-Herald, said: 


"The next session of congress will have 


to wrestle with one deficiency of 136,000,- 
000. 
This is on account of pensions. The 


appropriation for pensions for the next 
year must not be less than $150,000,000. It 
Is, therefore, easy arithmetic to perceive 
that the appropriation that congress must 
make for pensions next session must ag 
gregate not less than $186,000,000.

Its pet, Mr. Bryan, was not then want-

changed the tune. The same organ Sept. 
B, 1896, said: 


"The veterans of the civil war have once 


This time 
not before president and commanders, but 
before reviewing officers who appreciate 
more and more as the days go by the he- 
roic sacrifices that were made to preserve 
the Union.

The average age of the soldiers of the re- 
bellion is 67 years, but this burden of 
time did not prevent 40,000 of them from 
marching several miles with steps that 
were lightened by the sounds of the fife 
and drum and the great brass band. 


"Do the people appreciate the services of 


the men who wore the bluef Let the de- 
monstrations at St. Paul make reply. 
Little girls strewed flowers at their feet 
then, just as little girls did when the tat- 
tered and sunburned veterans marched up 
Pennsylvania avenue in Washington, 
more than thirty years ago. Young women 
threw at their time burdened feet the 
choicest garlands, just as young women 
did more than thirty years ago, when the 
war bronzed veterans of Grant and Sher- 
man and Sheridan passed in grand review 
along Pennsylvania avenue, while joyous 
thousands sang songs of glad acclaim 
at victory won and national honor pre- 
served. A living flag with stripes of red 
and white and flashing stars made up o] 
8,000 little children, waved its living foldi 
and sang songs as the old soldiers marched 
by with tear wet eyes. 


"The children sang and weptas grizzled 


veterans marched and wept, and all the 
people stood with uncovered heads and 
shouted and sang in honor of the Grand 
Army of the Bepublie, and tears of grati- 
tude 
mingled with tears from 
time 


dimmed eyes, and so the remnants of the 
grandest armythj.t ever fought In free- 
dom's cause marched once again in grand 
review before the people whose liberties 
that Grand Army had preserved." 


There is no use for the Bryan organs to 


ohew their words. They won't get the 
soldiers' votes. The Bepublican party has 
given the soldiers liberal pensions in first 
class money, and this has been satisfac- 
tory. No change is asked for. The soldier 
vote which MoKinley will not get will not 
be big enough to hurt or help anybody

RAILWAY MEN AND SILVER. 
, 


Tbe Effect of Free Silver Coinage Upon 


Their Wages. 


The effect of free silver coinage upon 


;he wages of railway employes, as shown 
by the New York Sun, should be carefully 
studied by every man in the railway busi- 
ness. One-fourteenth of all the working- 
men in the United States are employed by 
railway companies. 
They number be- 


tweet 800,000 and 900,000 and depend en- 
iirely upon their wages for support 
Those wages are not now more than they 
ought to be and, as The Sun shows, they 
would be out in half by the free and un- 
imlted coinage of silver. 


The indebtedness of the railways of the 


country is payable in gold. Should a free 
silver standard be adopted the companies 
would have to go into the markets and 
buy gold in order to pay their maturing 
obligations. 
Their earnings would be 


paid in silver, which would then be the 
currency of the country, however low 
might be its market value. To buy that 
gold they would have to make or save 
nore than they are now making, and who 
doubts what their first step would be? 
Not only would the purchasing power of 
;he men's wages be reduced, but nothing 
>ut a miracle could avert the cutting 
down of the wages themselves. And the 
age of miracles has passed. 


But, as The Inquirer has many times 


shown, no one class of men would Buffer 
rom that change. All would be stricken 
alike. The farmer would not only sell less 
than he sells in good times under a sound 
currency;, he would also get less for what 
he did sell. What is true, In short, of tha 
railway men Is true of all others.—Phila- 
delphia Inquirer.

the Despised Insects Exhibit Devotion 


and Courage to Their Specie*. 


M. Delboeuf has published a very inter- 


esting study of the psychology of lizards, 
B. study that has led him to the conclusion 
that there exist among these cieatures veri- 
table "sentiments that we find among all 
the superior animals—love, friendship, 
hate,-anger, devotion, courage, defiance, 
jealousy, craft, fear, malice and even 
p»y." 


These very interesting notes recall some 


observations that I made in 1893, not on a 
lizard, although a lizard had something 
to do with them. One of our comrades 
had brought to the Marseilles Scientific 
school a lizard, an individual of the ge- 
nus laoertn, those great lizards that reach 
30 or 40 centimeters <12 or IB Inches) in 
length, colored with many brilliant hues 
and banded with blue, green and gold, 
which are so abundant In the south of 
Franca When the lizard was given to us, 
it had not eaten for several daya 
I 


thought that I would collect different In- 
sects for it to eat, especially some of the 
cockroaches so numerous in moist cellars 
and In kitchens. The lizard, as may be 
imagined, did not hesitate to accept this 
offering, and the terror of the cockroaches 
was great. They oast themselves in their 
fright in all directions In the glaas case 
where the saurian was confined. And we 
could observe in the Insects real senti- 
ments—the sentiment of fear was not 
difficult to recognize, for it Is found also 
among all animals, and perhaps la often 
confused with the Instinct of self preserva- 
tion; the sentiment of craft; also the senti- 
ment of pity, as Mr. Delbceuf observed In 
the case of lizards, and as a consequence 
of this sentiment of pity the sentiments 
of devotion and courage. 


This is how we were permitted to show 


the existence of these last sentiments: We 
had placed in the reptile's glass prison a 
porcelain oup full of water. We did not 
wish our guest to suffer from thirst. Now, 
In their confused movements It happened 
several times that one of the cockroaches 
rested on the edge of the cup, and In his 
haste lost his balance. We saw him tum- 
ble into the water, almost always on his 
back. The poor Insect then presented» 
lamentable spectacle. Stretched out In the 
water on his book, terrified by the thought 
that the lizard was so near him, he waved 
his six legs in the air despairingly. 
This 


accident happened at least five or six 
times. And each tima, without exception, 
some of the other cockroaches, interrupt- 
ing their flight, went to the edge of the 
cup to aid their companion, forgetting 
their own danger, they actually succeeded 
in saving him, aiding each other in reach- 
ing their unfortunate brother, and always 
showing the same agitation. We tried the 
experiment several times, and always ob- 
served the same facts. —Revue Scientiflque. 


JAPAN'S EARTHQUAKES. 


Where the Violent [And Upheavals In 


Atikado Land Are Born. 


The northeast coast of Hondo, the 


largest of the Japanese islands, extends 
nearer than any other land to the tremen- 
dous submarine hole in the earth's crust 
known as the Tuscarora deeps. This is 
the deepest port of the ocean so far as men 
know. It is almost as deep as the topmost 
peak of the Himalayas is high. Through- 
out its hundreds of miles of width and 
breadth there are submarine volcanoes. 
The seismic philosophers think that 
through some volcanic upheaval In these 
depths earthquake vibrations were trans- 
mitted along the ocean bottom to the 
shore, and a sudden rise of the water's lev- 
el sent the tidal wave on its errand of de- 
struction. 


The earthquake shocks, which travel at 


a rate of speed varying from 2 to 20 miles 


second, reached the shore first. They 


were mild for quaky Japan, and it was 
not until half past 8 in the evening, an 
uour and a half later, that the slower 
uovingf waves of water were announced 
by portentous booming sounds. Only four 
miles away from the coast fishermen were 
unaware of the presence of any extraordi- 
nary wave. Hut when the on moving vol- 
ume of water reached the steep sides of 
the sea bottom and mounted up to the 
shallow places, the wave grew to a height 
of 20 to 60 feet and hurled itself Into the 
Inlets and bays of the hapless tend, over- 
whelming with oontempCuojus, ease the fee- 
ble dikes which the Japanese fishermen 
and rice planters had. built to defend their 
low lying homes.—Scribner's.

Ei-Mayor of Now York. 


That was an admirable letter which ex- 


Mayor Rewltt sent to the mass meeting of 
the German-American 
Sound 
Money 


League, but Mr. Hewitt always illumi- 
nates any subject which he discusses, and 
always discloses new points of view from" 
which the consideration of even the doml- - 
nant topic in a national campaign excites 
new Interest and gains in force. The en- 
tire letter may be read more than once 
with profit. We direct attention to the 
following parts of It: 


"The 'poor man's dollar' Is the one 


which will buy the most of the things 
which he requires for the support of him- 
self and his family. The rich man's dolla 
would be a dollar which would purchase 
labor at the least cost, so that if golc 
should go out of use and silver should 
take its place, the silver dollar will turn 
out to have been the means of enriching 
the emplover and of impoverishing the 
wage earner. * * « The silver dollar 
Is proved to be the dollar of poor ooun 
tries as well as of poor men, while In the 
countries where the gold standard pre- 
vails the wages of labor have steadily ad- 
vanced, until now they are at least dou- 
ble what they were fifty years ago. 


"I observe that some of the labor or- 


ganizations in this city have Indorsed the 
Chicago platform, and recommended their 
members to vote for Bryan and Sewall. 
I am at a loss to comprehend upon what 
theory this action has been taken. For 
nearly half a century these organizations 
have been engaged in the successful effort 
-to raise the wages of labor. They have 
succeeded to a degree which Is as remark- 
Bble as It is gratifying. Even at a time of 
slack demand for labor, they have suc- 
ceeded in. keeping up the wages of those 
who were employed. They have them- 
selves furnished the most striking lesson 
of the value and power of organization 
which has been presented in the history 
of mankind, and yet in the face of their 
success In maintaining the highest rate of 
wages which has ever been known In any 
part of the world, they deliberately ap- 
prove a policy which would out down the 
purchasing power of these wages one- 
half by the substitution of a 50-cent dol- 
lar for one which is now worth 100 cents. 


"In other words, they deliberately pro- 


pose to undo the work of half a century of 
sacrifice, of suffering, and even of martyr- 
dom, in order to try the experiment of a 
cheap dollar, In the face of innumerable 
examples of ruin to the wage earners, re- 
sulting from the depreciation of the money 
In which they are paid.

She was young, lively and Ingen- 
uous. My property was a horse creature 
and a few farming utensils, and her father 
gave her a few household or kitchen uten- 
sils, so that we could make shift to cook 
our provisions; a bed, a cow and heifer, a 
ewe and two lambs, a sow and pigs and a 
saddle and spinning wheel. I had corn 
and vegetables growing; so that if we were 
not rich we bad sufficient for our Immedi- 
ate wants, and we were contented and 
happy."

Nine-tenths of all tho 
boiling In the country ia done in thlsway, 
an<i the numbers who patronize tho system 
arc i mormons. The well to do man who bets 
iu wiverolguscoiiimunloatoswltli his book- 
mil Ker by lottor, telegraph or telephone, or 
poi haps moots him at a club. Tho small 
bookmakers, who tmtalRt upon tho shil- 
lings of worklnKmrn, do tholr business la 
the streets, where they are constantly 
pounced upon by the police, to bo brought 
tip and fined. The men who do what 
might be termed ft middle class trade, In 
sums ranginfe 'rom half a crown to half a 
smiirolgn, have agents In various guises. 
Tho backer hands his 6 shillings perhaps 
to a restaurant waiter, who conveys It to 
a harmless looking tailor's shop a little 
Wiiy down the street, and tho tailor's boy 
transmit!

Lentil*. 


According to M. Vendrout of Calais, the 


north of Franco cultivates a considerable 
quantity of -lentils for animal food, espe- 
cially for horses. On almost every farm 
]>eople sow in September a mixture called 
"hlvcrnaoho," composed of one-half of 
rye, one-fourth of vetoh and one-fourth of 
lentils. Th« crop is ripe in July, and in 
the autumn is reported to be one of the 
best stimulants for horses when they have 
the heaviest work to do. It spares tho 
oats at tho moment when oats are scarce, 
tho old stock being exhausted and the new 
crop not fit for feed. This mixture offers 
great advantages because the rye has grain 
nt the top of tho bunch, vetoh in the mid- 
dle, and the lentils, about one foot high, 
give rich food at tho bottom of the bunch, 
whore straw has raroly any nntriUve qual- 
ities. If it is given whole, the animals 
find everywhere good food, and if it is 
chopped tho mixture is more regular. 
Sometimes cows are fed with this "hivor- 
nache'' when the meadow grasses are scarce 
and poor, and the milk at once become* 
more plentiful and richer in buttor.

POWDERHORNS. 


One of the Modem Machine* Will Torn 


Ont JSInli* Thoiuaiia an Hour. 


Thero is scarcely a woman living Who 


does not use the common and everyday pin 
every day more or less, but few, however, 
ever think how it is made. To complete a 
pin It has to go through many ,'iands bo- 
fore it is ready for the consumer. It is a 
very delicate article to handle, and the cSSt 
of building the machines to make it is the 
greatest outlay. The wire from which 
those pins are manufactured is specially 
prepared and oomes to the factory on large 
reels very much like gigantic cotton spools. 


The wire is first turned through eight 


or ten little copper rollers. This is to get 
all the bend and kick out of it—in other 
words, to straighten It perfectly. After this 
preliminary operation is completed it is 
once more wound on a very large reel, 
which Is attached to the machine that 
makes the pins. One of these machines 
makes on an average 8,000 pins an hour, 
and some large factories will often have 
80 or 40 machines at work at one time. 
After the pins are released from the grip 
of this machine they are given a bath of 
sulphuric acid. 
This removes all the 


grease and dirt from them. 


They are then placed in a tub or barrel 


of sawdust. Pins and sawdust are next 
taken together from th« barrel and allow- j 
ed to fall in a steady stream through a 
strong air Most, which separates the saw- 
dust from the pins. But us yot they are 
pointless, and pins without points would 
not be of much use. In order to point them 
they are carried- on an endless grooved 
belt which pusses a sot of rapidly moving 
files. This points them roughly, and after 
being passed between two grinding wheels 
and forced against a rapidly moving band 
faced with emery cloth they are dipped in 
a polishing tub of oil. This latter is a 
largo, slowly revolving copper lined tub, 
which is tilted at an angle of about 46 de- 
grees. As this revolves the points keep 
sliding down the smooth copper to the 
lower side, and owing to the constant fric- 
tion against the copper and each other re- 
ceive a brilliant polish and finish. 


They go next to the sticker, where they 


fall from a hopper on an inclined plane, in 
which are a number of slits. The pins 
catch in these slits, and, hanging by their 
heads, slide down to an apparatus which 
inserts thorn in the paper. This machine 
is, perhaps, the most ingenious of all tho 
beautiful and complicated, contrivances 
that help to make and manipulate the pin. 
It does all this ut the rate of 100,000 pins 
an hour, and yet a single bent or damaged 
pin will cause it to stop feeding until the 
attendant removes the offender. The pins 
are then stuck into the papers by the ma- 
chine, which is usually operated by a skill- 
ed girl, and then they are ready for ship- 
ment to all parts of the civilized world 
whoro tho common but necessary pin is a 
factor.—Dry Goods Economist

The Best Device For Carrying Loose Gun- 


powder In Time of War. 


Powderhorns have become quite rare 


and are curious objects for the study of tho 
collector and tho historian. 


Li ke coins and medals, from which the 


oollcutor may flnd out many interesting 
facts about the past, powdorhorns which 
have boon decorated with pictures and in- 
scriptions give much information concern- 
ing t he geography and history of famous 
pluors and events. 


The use of horns of animals for carry- 


ing k'unpowdor was introduced into Amer- 
ica from England and France, but the ex- 
act (late when they were first used in Eu- 
rope is not known. 
Certainly It was not 


less than 350 years ago, as can be seen 
from the dates on specimens In European 
ffiusoums. 


Bi'foro improved guns and cartridges 


wero used the curved horn was the best 
device for carrying gunpowder in war- 
timt for the nso of tho muzzle loaders and 
flintlocks, and the horns wero used evon 
with some of the later guns—those that 
wero flred by percussion caps. 


A desirable horn could be had easily 


and cheaply. It was quickly prepared for 
holding the gunpowder, and, moreover, it 
was light and yet strong enough to with- 
stand the rough usage to which horns were 
often subjected, as in skirmish fighting or 
making long marches through the wilder- 
ness. The horns neither rust nor decay, 
oveu if buried in tho earth for a century, 
and if the plugs are properly fitted the 
powder will keep dry although carried for 
day« in the rain. They can be floated or 
dipped in the water without harm to the 
powder within, this being a matter of the 
greatest Importance during the colonial 
and Revolutionary wars, when bridges were 
hardly thought of and armies had to wade 
through swamps and streams of water, 
often up to the necks of the soldiers. 


In order to prepare the horn for the sol- 


dier's use the ends were stopped by wood- 
en pi tips and were" securely fastened to a 
strap which was worn undor tho left arm 
and over the right shoulder, the curved 
horn fitting the left side of the waist of the 
wearer, and a more graceful equipment 
could not be desired. 


During the colonial times and during 


the Revolution, when a soldier volunteered 
or vres ordered out for active service he 
waei generally required to"come provided 
with four articles—namely, gun, powder- 
horn, blankets and knapsack. The govern- 
ment furnished the rest of the aoconter- 
ments and the outfit of clothing. 


A military order required every powder- 


horn to bo innrkod with the owner's name, 
so that it could be quickly returned to 
him after being filled at the" powder wag- 
on.—J. L. Sticht, U. S. N:, in St. Nicho- 
las.

EARLY MINING LAWS. 


In Former Years the Gold Diggings Wer« 


Public Property. 


"The earliest mining laws wore enacted 


not by congress, but by tho minors them- 
selves in the mining districts,''writes ox- 
President Harrison in Tho Ladies' Homo 
Journal. "It is a curious fact that from 
1849 to 1800, tho period of the greatest de- 
velopment in tho mining of gold, there 
was no law of the United States regulat- 
ing the subject. The prospectors roamed 
over the public lands, located placer ol 
quartz mines and lookout a fabulous store 
of gold without any title whatever to the 
lands from which they dug this great store 
of wealth. They wero in a strict sense tres- 
passers. A policy to reserve mineral lands 
from sale under the general laud laws had 
prevailed for many yours and had boon ex- 
pressed In suitable laws, but no provision 
had been made for the sale of such lands. 


"In the land grants to the Pacific rail- 


road companies it wits provided that min- 
eral lands should not pass undor the 
grants. Tho liver bocis, gulohes and moun- 
tain sides wero prospected by men who 
carried picks and basins iu their hands 
and a brace of pistols in their bolts. They 
were aflame with tho lust of gold, and 
among them wore many desperate men, 
but they had the Anglo-Saxon's instinct foi 
organizing civil institutions and hie love 
of fair play. 
There were no mining laws, 


and in many places none of any sort. They 
met the emergency by a*publio meeting, 
which resolved itself into a legislative body 
with full powers and made a code that 
did not cover a wide field, but covered 
their case. The limits of a claim and the 
distribution of the water supply were pre- 
scribed and established, and every man be- 
came a warrantor of every other man's ti- 
tle. 
These camp legislators had this ad- 


vantage of congress, and of all other legis- 
lative bodies that T know of—they had a 
good practical knowledge of the subjects 
they dealt with."
